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\HE Tryal came on at Six in the Morning, and Fight of 
the Jury that was EmpannelFd, were Challenged by 
the Prijoner, and Six or Seven by the King's-Council : 
The Pannel being call'd over, Mr. Cowper, one of the Priſo- 
ners, (on the behalf of himſelf and the rcſt of: the Priſoners) 
objeed, That the Couucil forthe King oughr to ſhew a Legal 
Cauſe of Challenzing them, there nor beige ſufficient Jurors ; 
bur the Council for the King inſiſted, That the Allcgation, 
Quo! bowus pro rege vel non Lois, was cauſe ſufficient, and the. 
Courc Over-ruled it. The Fore-Man of the Jury was Evan 
T.loyd Eſquire. There were Thirty or * Forty Witneſſes on 
each fide produced. 

Dr. Garth, Dr. Son, and ſeveral other Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgcons, were Exat nined on both ſides, and the Main {zue- 
ſion was, Whether the was Drowned, or Killed, and thrown 
I12t0 the Mill-P ond. becauſe no Water was found in the Body,
